Mariner 
Probe Launch 
Set For Today 


CAPE KENNEDY,. Fla.' (AP) 


—Mars, the: puzzling red planet 
which may .be inhabited by a 
basic form of life, beckons: and 
the United States plans Wednes- 
day to launch the first .of two 
Project Mariner spacecraft to 
probe some of its mysteries. 


Mariner 3 is scheduled to 


blast off during a 90-minute pe- 
riod starting at 12:47 
p.m. 


(EST). Mariner 4, which is be- 
ing readied on an adjoining 
launching pad, is to be fired 
later in the month—the date de- 
pending on how well Mariner 3 
fares in, the early stages of 
flight. 


The Soviet Union also is ex- 


pected to launch at least one 
probe toward Mars during the 
present favorable period, which 
covers the month of November. 
Russia launched the only previ- 
ous announced Mars craft and 
acknowledged losing radio con- 
tact with it before it got half- 
way to its target in 1962.

Glasses That Adorn 


Why is it that so many of 


today's young ladies try to hide 
the fact that they need glasses? 
It would seem that they actually 
prefer to squint, .thus running 
the risk of adding a wrinkle or 
two to their pretty faces. 


Spectacles can be a flattering 


adornment for the face and a 
chic accessory for costumes. But 
you must select your frames 
wisely (after you get the lenses 
you need, of course). Here are 
some face-shape hints that will 
help you select just the perfect 
frames for you. 


ROUND FACE: Your frames 


must be angular in shape. Round 
lines are not for you because 
they will only emphasize the 
round contours o( your cheek 
and chin. 


DIAMOND FACE: 
Be sure 


that your frames are wider than 
your cheek bones. They must 
also be curving and delicate to 
avoid over-shadowing a slender 
chin and forehead. 


TRIANGULAR FACE: Your 


frames must be slightly rounded 
along the top edge to contradict 
the width of your temples. The 
entire frame must be delicate so 
as not to over-balance your chin. 


SQUARE OR RECTANGULAR 


FACE: You have two choices. 
You may select curving frames 
or a combination of straight lines 


along the top rim and curved 1 
along the lower. The first willl 
cause your face to appear short- j 
er, the last a bit longer. Both \ 
will soften any angular lines in \ 
your face. 


OVAL FACE: Any shape of 


frame will become your face. 
Just be sure that your glasses 
are even with your eyebrows. 


In general, keep these rules in 


mind and you can't go wrong: 
1) Your frames must be as wide 
as the widest part of your face, 
2) Make sure that the lines of 
the rims don't repeat a line in 
your face that you don't want to 
emphasize, 3) Make sure that 
your frames don't completely 
hide your eyebrows, and 4) Have 
your glasses fitted snugly, and 
put them on so they sit straight.

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A Supersonic 
Disagreement 


From a selfish standpoint, the United States 


might welcome Great Britain's announcement 
that it wants to "re-examine urgently" its joint 
project with France to build the world's first 
supersonic passenger airplane. 


Britain's new Labor government is trying to 


ease the deficit in its balance of payments, to 
clear the deck for new socialistic schemes. Con- 
sequently, it is reviewing a number of "prestige 
projects," including the supersonic airliner, the 
Concorde. This may mean that Britain wants out 
—that it doesn't want to spend the money to 
help develop the Concorde. 


The U.S., of course, is trying to develop its 


own supemsonic airliner. But the project is in 
a preliminary stage. It is still awaiting a govern- 
ment decision on financing and specifications. 
Britain and France have at least a three-year 
head-start. If the Concorde is delayed, this ad- 
vantage could evaporate. And if it's scrapped, 
the U.S. would have a clear field. 


Cheering as this might be to U.S. aviation 


interests, British withdrawal from the project 
could have serious repercussions.. Relations be- 
tween Britain and France are delicate, at best. 
They would not be improved if Britain backs out 
of the Concorde agreement. And both France 
anc} Britain still play important roles in NATO.

Economic Nationalism 


Harold Wilson, the head of Britain's new Labor 


government, has begun his regime by putting a fifteen 
per cent surcharge, or lax, on Imports, which is a 
trick out of the book of the nineteen thirties when all 
the nations were doirsg their best to defend their home 
economies, by "begger my neighbor" devices. 


The excuse offered by Mr. Wilson is a good one 


from the short term point of view. The British have 


. been importing too much and exporting too little, 


which means they^haje had Jo worry about a balance 
of payments situation that might have ended with a 
disastrous gold drain and an erosion of the value of 
the pound. Something had to be done about it, and if 
the Conservative Party had remained in power it 
probably would have had recourse to the same sort 
of defensive tactics. 


Eve» »o, what has happened In England Is a 


warning to the rest of the world that the economic 
health that goe* wit* clearing the channels of In- 
tcrnatioeal trade cannot be restored as long as w'e 
have the doctrine of Socialism to contend with. For 
It was the threat of a Labor Part}- victory that 
helped aggravate the British Import-export crisis 
in the first place. Knowing that the British Socialists 
would lake restrictive measures to solve the balance 
•f payment* problem, British businessmen started 
a few mMtiu age to stock up on imports. They 
thus compounded the problem, bringing «n the 
equivalent of the cort of crisis that comes when 
factories become overstocked cut inventory. 
Too - 


much money going out, not eaongh coming in. 


The reassuring word from London to Washington 


is that the British tax on imports is "temporary." The 
Labor government proposes to give lax incentives to 
home manufacturers in hopes that they will modernize 
their plants to the point where they can undersell 
their competitors in world markets and so bring the 
import-export situation into a natural balance. 
The 


trouble with this idea, however, is that no government 
with commitments to socialist ideology is in a good 
position to help an economy renovate itself. 
Why 


should a British steel manufacturing company invest 
in new and efficient melting or rolling equipment when 
it is under the threat of being nationalized? And why 
should any business concern be moved to enthusiasm 
when an orthodox leftist from the Transport and Gen- 
eral Workers Union, Frank Cousins, who has no love 
for automation, is put in charge of a Ministry of Tech- 
nology? Or when a novelist, C. P. Snow, is made 
Cousins' assistant? True enough, Snow, a physicist, 
knows something about science in the abstract, but 
the adaptation of science to business is something that 
demands a special type of approach, one that blends 
engineering, market research and cost accounting in 
a way that government bufeaucrats never seem to 
understand. 


Cousins has been quoted as saying that It will 


be difficult to "bring science into industry. Because 
this is such a brand new thing." Such a statement 
reflects an almo*t abysmal ignorance of history. 
The whole history of the Industrial Revolution, from 
the invention of the steam engine on down, has 
been a matter of bringing science Into industry.

What is most depressing about the "temporary" 


British import tax is that it seems to confirm a grow- 
ing world trend toward economic nationalism. In 
France, de Gaulle is threatening to pull his country out 
of the European Common Market if he can't get satis- 
faction on general European agricultural policy. In the 
United States, there is a tax on the export of capital. 
The so-called "Kennedy round" of reciprocal tariff cut- 
ting, called for under the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, has not been coming along as 
expected. 


Knowing the difficulties under which the British are 


laboring, the rest of the world may be disposed to 
forebearance. "Our partners will understand," said 
George Brown, who is second to Harold Wilson in the 
Labor Party hierarchy. But the Irish, so it appears 
from a statement by J. J. Stacey, the director-general 
of the Federation of Irish Industry, don't feel very 
happy about "understanding." Says Mr. Stacey, "This 
is a disaster for Irish industry. Many of our exports 
could not get into Britain against this surcharge."

Living With Socialism: A Rude Awakening 


LONDON 


I am living for the first time 


under a Socialist government. La- 
bor has been in office two weeks 
here. It's been a rude awakening. 


Prime Minister Harold Wilson 


was on television the other night, 
looking 
like 
the late Herbert 


Hoover — and sounding like him, 
too — explaining that Britain was 
imposing a 15 per cent tariff on 
all goods coming into Britain. No, 
it wasn't protectionism for Bri- 
tain's featherbedded and 
ineffi- 


cient industries. Well, that's what 
he said. Shades of the Smoot-Haw- 
ley tariff! 


The 15 per cent impost violates 


Britain's commitments under the 
General Agreement on Tariff and 
Trade (GATT), the European Free 
Trade Association (EFTA), and 
the Ottawa Agreement. It's al- 
ready aroused an angry outcry 
from the Common Market and 
Outer Seven countries who will 
most certainly retaliate with des- 
perately short-sighted and nation- 
alistic measures like those used 
in the '20s and '30s — this at a 
time when Europe's prosperity 
stems from the opening of doors 
from country to country to freer 
and freer trade. Even as a tem- 
porary measure, it smells of reac- 
tion and it's not going to work. 


Meanwhile, prices are going up. 


Even the price of the pro-Labor 
newspaper, the Mirror, -goes up 
one penny on Monday. Labor has 
been told not to ask for wage in- 
creases just now. Higher prices, 
same %vages—and this is a Labor 
government. 


In Bristol and Liverpool, two 


Labor-controlled cities, the local 
councils have closed down the 
grammar schools, an action which 
the National Union of Teachers 
has assailed as "politically exped- 
ient but educationally indefensi- 
ble." A very strange brand of 
socialism.

Of course, ; Wilson has shown 


energy. He has set up among oth- 
ers a new Ministry of Economic 
Affairs. (New? It was first pro- 
posed in 1918 and was tried in 
1947.) I've always thought of so- 
cialism as a young man's game, 
full of progressive and, above all, 
new ideas. But Labor's new gov- 
ernment has 11 MP's between the 
ages of 71 and 80 and 18 between 
the ages of 66 and 70.

BEST SELLER — Predictably, 


the Warren Commission Report on 
the 
assassination 
of 
President 


Kennedy would be a government 
best-seller. Even at $2.25 and 
$3.25 a copy, soft-back and hard- 
back, it has had the greatest 
initial demand of any document 
printed by the Government Print- 
ing Office. 


In the first day it was offered 


it sold 10,000 copies. In less than 
a month its sales have gone, over 
the 100,000 mark. An initial print- 
ing of 50,000 copies was quickly 
exhausted 
and another, larger 


printing is weil on its way to de- 
pletion. 


The government's sales continue 


to run high even though several 
other private printings are avail- 
able at lower cost. These editions 
run into millions of copies. 


THE POLL TAKERS—The out- 


come of the British ejections caus- 
ed some of America's most pres- 


tigious opinion'samplers to heave 
a large sigh of relief. Jit demon- 
strated that new poll-taking tech- 
niques have proved themselves 
reasonably accurate there, and 
they feel this -will- also be the 
case with the U. S. elections. 


What gave them' the most satis- 


faction was that several concerns 
with several techniques practic- 
ally hit the British outcome on 
the head. These same techniques 
are being emploped in the U. S. 
operations. 


This does not mean that the val- 


idity of the current U. S. political 
polls have been proven beyond 
a doubt. The two countries differ 
quite sharply in their politics. 


Britain, for example, reacts far 


more predictably on national poli- 
cies as opposed to local or region- 
al considerations. The U. S., on 
the other hand, has never been 
able to separate the local and na- 
tional factors in its voters' prefer- 
ences. 


Socialist dogma as meaningless 
as fish on Friday to many Catho- 
lics. But, while dogma may be 
all right in religion, it's not all 
right in government. Most of the 
nationalizations of the previous 
Labor government were a disas- 
ter. Pan-American Airways, a pri- 
vate outfit, made record profits 
last year while BOAC, a national- 
ized 
airline, 
flying 
the same 


routes, ran up record losses. 


Not all -of Labor's program is 


that encrusted with age. Nation- 
alization of urban land is a new 
idea to meet a new and urgent 
problem in this tight little island 
and I'm all for taking the land 
out of the hands of speculators. 
(I think we need it in America, 
too, though I don't think I'll live 
to see it.) But nationalization of 
steel, far from solving a problem, 
will just create one — pricing 
England out of world steel mar- 
kets.

I,-think England's future lies not 
only within the Common Market, 
but within the Atlantic community 
—not drawing .protective tariffs 
around 
this 
little 
island 
and 


. mouthing old Socialist dogmas 


that went out with World War II. 
The tax policies have not been 
announced, but the spirit of "soak 
the rich" is already in evidence. 
The Socialists seem to oppose lux- 
ury not as an economic measure, 
but as a Puritan disapproval of 
anyone's enjoying themselves. The 
whole idea of redistribution of 
wealth is as out-of-date as Glad- 
stone. The Socialists should be 
after creating new wealth, not re- 
distributing the old. 


Of course, Wilson in his speech 


did give priorities to widows and 
orphans, the sick and the aged. 
But then who is against widows 
and orphans, the sick and the 
aged? Even Tammany Hall gave 
priority to widows and orphans. 
Anyone here against orphans?

2.—On October 23, the same day 


the nine white bombers got off 
without spending a day in jail, 
twelve Freedom Workers were 
arrested for cooking without a 
health permit. 


They were not selling food or 


conducting a restaurant, but cook- 
ing for themselves in Freedom 
House. Cooking for them, is al- 
most compulsory. In the 
first 


place they are paid only $10 a 
week and cannot afford to go to 
restaurants. Second, they are boy- 
cotted in many Negro restaurants, 
whose owners don't want to incur 
white wrath by serving them. 
Finally, integrated groups are not 
welcome in many white restau- 
rants. 


After t h e t w e l v e Freedom 


Workers were arrested for cook- 
ing, one of their colleagues phon-. 
ed me in Washington to ask help 
in raising bail money. The call 
was prompted by the fact that 
America's Conscience Fund had 
put up bail for fifteen spectators 
charged with "syndicalism" when 
they gathered to see the charred 
ruins of the Society Hill Baptist 
Church and the home of Mrs. 
Alyene 
Quin 
after 
they 
were 


bombed. 


At about 11 p. m. on October 23, 


I telephoned Police Chief George 
Guy, a reasonable man, and he 
promised to release the twelve 
cooking culprits that night. I told 
him it was difficult to get bail 
money at that late hour, but 
pledged that it would be on hand 
in the morning. 


Subsequently, Chief Guy couldn't 


find Judge Harry Case who had 
sworn out the warrants for the 
cooking arrests, and the twelve, 
unlike the nine white bombers, 
remained in jail all night. 


Next day, October 24, on behalf 


of America's Conscience Fund, I 
sent the bail money to Mississippi 
and the twelve were released.

3.—On October 26, twenty-four 


Freedom Workers were arrested 
at nearby Magnolia, Miss., county 
seat for McComb, for trying to 
register Negro voters. 


The actual charge against them

The lower extremities have two 


groups of-veins. The deep vessels 
run down the center of the leg and 
are surrounded by muscles and 
fascia. Those near the surface do 
not have this support and stretch 
more easily when distended with 
blood. These are .the veins that 
become varicosed. 


But this is only a part of the 


story. Every vein has valves loc- 
ated at irregular intervals along 
the passageway. Normally they 
allow the blood to flow upward 
when the old ticker contracts but, 
between beats, they prevent back- 
flow. When the walls of the vein 
stretch, these valves spread apart. 
As a result, the blood falls back 
toward the feet every time the 
heart muscle relaxes. • It is the 
combination of dilatation of the 
veins and incompetent valves that 
leads to varicosities. 


Mild varicose veins are un- 


sightly but seldom cause sym- 
toms. Some persons complain of 
aching and a sense of heaviness 
or fatigue in the legs. Cramping, 
itching, and burning may occur. 
In neglected cases, the leg be- 
comes 
swollen, discolored, and 


ulcerated.

A house is important. 
It is 


more than a roof and walls; more 
than an abode. 
It insulates the 


contentment of the heart against 
the world. 
It can be exalting or 


depressing, exciting or dull, lov- 
ing or cold. 
Within its walls

Without love, it 


is wood and cement.

that, once again, I would have 
two little girls to fill the vacuum 
of the two who had grown up: 
Virginia Lee and Gayle. 


We bought a house in Golden 


Isles, Hallandale, Florida. 
It is 


a red-roofed pagoda, with beams 
curving upward at 
the 
ends. 


There are Chinese characters on 
the garage doors, and palm trees 
with hidden green lights in the 
base to light the fronds against 
the dark velvet of -the night. 
A 


man named Don Tucker did an 
excellent job of building a knotty 
pine office in the garage. 
He 


also built a replica of the Chinese 
house as a mailbox. 


The house is 59 feet across the 


front and about 25 feet deep. 
There is a master bedroom with 
deep closets behind white-latticed 
doors. 
Each closet has its own 


interior light. 
The bathroom has 


two basins — His and Hers — a 
shower, and is decorated in black 
and white die. 
It also has a 


back door leading to a 35-foot 
oval swimming pool. 
The pool 


holds 25.000 gallons of water.

is in the center of a 
screen 


Florida patio measuring 59 feet 
by 40 feet, with formal Chinese 
gardens around the pool. 
Ken- 


neth Hoobler, who used to land- 
scape for Arthur Vining Davis, 
designed the gardens and the 
Chinese lighting. 


Our German shepherd, Rocky, 


shows a shocking contempt for 
these gardens. 
Behind the patio 


is a white concrete dock with 
orange lights. 
There, a 35-foot 


cabin cruiser, Away We Go IV, 
sits at ease in a canal only 1,000 
feet from the Intra-Coastal water- 
way. 
In the **nal, big snook 


chase the small fish, which leap

This is in Chinese red with tiny 
tracings of gold Chinese temples 
on the walls.

steel handle brings out a tasty

drawer.

and runs around two

There is a disposal unit, a dish
